The text of the 
winning 
essay, 
which captured the prize for this 
year in the annual Daughters of the 
American Revolution essay contest, 
is given herewith. 
The paper was 
written by Miss Geraldine Epley, a 
Senior this year in the Gettysburg 
High School.—The prize awarded her 
w'as $5 in gold. 
N orthw est Territory 
In the dark hours of 1776, when the 
patriot army had been driven from 
Canada, when New York was in the 
possession of the British, w’hen Wash­ 
ington had fled up the Hudson river, 
and when the term of service of the 
militia was expiring and desertions 
grew more and more, the Continental 
Army took up the task of raising an 
army of men, who would serve until 
the end of the war. To encourage en­ 
listment a twenty dollar ($20) bonus 
w’as ordered to be given to every non­ 
commissioned officer and man who 
would serve until the war was ended. 
And to every man, from colonel to 
private, a land bounty, according to 
his rank, was promised. 
It was not 
known definitely where this land w’as 
to come from, but it was supposed 
from the great, undeveloped west. 
Now, before the Declaration of In­ 
dependence was six weeks old, a de­ 
mand for a, new state beyond the 
mountains wras on its way to Phila­ 
delphia from that very West. The de­ 
mand came from the region around 
the Ohiio river, a region claimed by 
both Pennsylvania and Virginia, beg­ 
ging Congress to 
treat 
the 
people 
there as settlers on public lands and 
form them into a commonwealth to be 
called the "Province of W esteyivania.” 
This demand and the promised land 
bounty aroused great excitement and 


discussion. 
How chuW U. S. ghrfe 
away this land when New York, Mas­ 
sachusetts, Connecticut and Virginia 
claimed part of it and even all of it, 
as New York did ? These states were 
resolved to claim It. The trouble was, 
therefore, who really owns this land ? 
Six sta tes, N ew Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, 
New 
Jersey , Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and M aryland, were not able 
to establish an y claims because thecir 
boundaries were definitely 
defined. 
But, as mentioned before, M assachu­ 
setts, Connecticut, New York, and Vir­ 
ginia had large claims. 
Massachusetts and Connecticut bas­ 
ed their titles on their old charters. 
Massachusetts’ claim formed a large 
portion of what is now Wisconsin and 
the lower peninsula 
of Michigan. 
Connecticut’s claim comprised what is 
now Northern Ohio, Indiana and Illi­ 
nois. 
New York established her claim on 
the ground that she had protected the 
Iroquois Indians and had been lord of 
their domains, which covered nearly 
all of the Northwest. 
Virginia’s claims were very strong. 
She said that (I) her old charter, (2) 
the 
expedition 
of George 
Rogers 
Clark, and (3) the nluck 
and enter­ 
prise of Virginia had won the land for 
her. 
Meanwhile, the Articles of Confed­ 
eration were drawn un and passed to 
the states for ratification, hut a for­ 
midable barrier blocked their progress. 
The states, which claimed lands agreed 
to them, but the other states would 
not 
accept them unless the other 
states gave up their 
land 
claims, 
which, they feared would give those 
states too much power. 
One by one, 
those states gave un their claims. 
Connecticut gave up all but a strip of 
land, one hundred and tw enty miles 
long. South of lake Erie, a strip call­ 
ed the "Western Reserve,” which was 
later given up. 
New York, alone, insisted upon hold­ 
ing her title and Maryland obstinately 
refused to accept the Articles until 
New York yielded. 
Moreover, the 
United States government refused to 
touch the land until all had been cedyd. 
In a few years after the establishment 
of 
the 
Articles 
of 
Confederation 
(1784) all the land had been ceded to 
United States. A deed was drawn up 
for the land and was signed and sealed 
in the presence of Congress. This 
deed bound Congress to fulfill six im­ 
portant engagements: 
1. To lay out the lam! into States, 
’not less than IOO or more than 150 
miles square. 
2. 
To make the States republican 
and admit them to full membership in 
the Union. 
4. To confirm land titles of French­ 
men and Canadians living in the terri­ 
tory and of the settlers at Kaskaskia 
and Vincennes. 
4. To set apart a tract not greater 
than 150,000 acres for use of Gen. 
George Rogers Clarke and his soldiers. 
5. To make good, northwest of the 
Ohio, any deficiency in lands reserved 
southeast of the Ohio, for the use of 
the Virginia troops in the Continental 
army. 
6. 
To dispose of the rest for the 
benefit of the States in common. 
The conditions of the deed were ac­ 
ceptable to congress; in fact they had 
already taken steps toward some of 
them. A committee had been assigned 
the task of providing temporary gov­ 
ernment. 
This committee made its 
second report on the day on which the 
deed was signed. 
The land, defined in the deed, con­ 
sisted of the land north of the Ohio 
and east of the Mississippi, which now 
comprises the states of, Ohio, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Indiana and Michigan. 
The committe seemed to reach no 
definite conclusion. However, in 1784 
a plan was submitted to Congress by 
Thomas Jefferson, providing for the 
organization for the territory, now 
called the 
"Northwest 
Territory.” 
This plan resulted in the famous "Or­ 
dinance of 1787.” Its provisions were 
that;— 
1. 
The first officials should be a 
governor, 
a 
secretary 
and 
three 
judges, selected by Congress. 
2. 
As population increases people 
should he represented in Government. 
3. 
Not less than three or more 
than five states should be formed 
from the territory and be admitted 
to "a share in the Federal councils." 
4. 
Sound doctrine of civil liberty 
should be announced (a) no persons 
should be molested on account of his 
mode of worship or religious senti­ 
ments. 
5. 
Each citizen is entitled to writ 
of habeas corpus and trial by jury. 
6. Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude 
should 
exist, 
except 
as 
punishment for crime, but fugitive 
slaves should be returned to their 
masters. 
7. The Territory and States which 
might be formed from it should re­ 
main forever "a part of the 
Con­ 
federacy of the United States of 
America.” 
8. 
Schools and education should 
be encouraged, together with keep­ 
ing good faith with the Indians. 
This territorial government was to 
be replaced by admission to state­ 
hood "on equal footing with the orig­ 
inal states in all respects whatso­ 
ever,” whenever the population of the 
proposed state reached 60,000 free 
inhabitants. 
This Ordinance of 1787 is one of 
the great things in history, a great 
step in road to democracy. 
State 
constitutions and even the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States are based 
on some of its 
principles. 
Daniel 
Webster, 
that 
great 
orator 
and 
statesman of America, said, "I doubt 
whether one single law of any law­ 
giver, either ancient or modern, has 
produced effects of more distinct, 
marked, and lasting character than 
the Ordinance of 1787.” 
The 
Ordinance 
was 
passed 
in 
July 1787 and Congress immediately 
started to carry out that program. 


The following October, Congress ap­ 
pointed 
Gen. 
Arthur St. Clair, of 
Pennsylvania, 
governor; 
Winthrop 
Sargent, 
of 
Massachusetts, 
sec­ 
retary, and James Varnum, of Rhode 
Island, 
Samuel 
Parsons, 
of 
Con­ 
necticut, and John C. Symmes, the 
three judges. 
These men planned to 
go to the West in the following 
spring after the snow and ice had 
melted. 
However 
there 
were 
some who 
were going to the new land before 
spring. 
There were a number of young 
men, who were members of an or­ 
ganization called the "Ohio tAsso- 
ciates of Massachusetts,” who wished J 
to go at once, to prepare a way for 
an Ohio company colony. 
They set 
out, on December 2, 1787, landing at 
a promising spot on the Ohio river. 
They cleared away the trees and 
built a block-house and around this 
placed their homes. 
They gave the 
block-house the classic name Campus 
Martins 
and 
called 
the 
village 
Marietta. 
When 
spring came, the governor, 
secretary and other officials arrived 
at Marietta, where they received a I 
hearty 
welcome. 
That 
spring 
a' 
teacher was sent out and in the I 
summer a preacher, a graduate of 
Harvard, arrived. 
The salary of the 
latter was five dollars a week and 
board with his parishioners. 
As the land had never been 
sur­ 
veyed, St. Clair employed a surveyor 
to lay out the land definitely. 
The 
Territory was laid out in the form of 
a rectangle, which was then divided 
into squares called "townships.” The 
townships were divided into 36 sec­ 
tions, each I mile square and contain­ 
ing 640 acres. 
These sections were 
divided into "quarters.” 
Speculation brought many French 
people to the Northwest. 
Joel Bat- 
low, a Revolutionary poet, had been 
sent to France to encourage specula­ 
tion on the new West. He organized 
the "Society of the Scioto,” to which 
he sold 3,000,000 acres of land. The 
Frenchmen, who came to U. S. to 
claim their property, were mostly 
men in no way flitted for the rough 
life of the pioneer. 
Most of them 
were carvers, gilders, hat and peruke 
makers, 
painters 
and 
"friseurs,” 
etc. 
Many of them settled at Marietta. 
Here, however hard their work dur­ 
ing the day had been, they assembled 
twice a week in a ballroom. 
True 
Parisians, they! ! 
During the spring and summer 
many 
settlers 
came 
to 
the 
new 
country, settlers as different in race 
and character as any cosmopolitan 
city. 
The most popular mode of trans­ 
portation was the Kentucky "flat 
bottom” or "family boat,” which was 
from forty to one hundred feet long. 
A cabin about six feet high was built 
on an ordinary flat boat. 
Sometimes 
a seventy foot barge carried not only 
the family but the domestic animals 
and their provender. 
The family 
slept on mattresses thrown over bag­ 
gage and ate off of boxes. 
These 
"floating 
farmhouses” 
brought a pang of homesickness to 
the tired settler, but they also spur­ 
red him onto the time when he could 
go for his own waiting family. 
A wedding was a most joyous oc­ 
casion in the monotonous life of the 
pioneer. 
It always took place before 
noon in order that they might have 
the wedding dinner at noon. 
The 
bridegroom rode to the wedding on 
horseback and it was the custom to 
put obstacles in his 
way, such 
as 
felling trees, or tying vines across 
his path, or having a "fake” Indian 
attack. 
The first day following the 
wedding, all the men would come to­ 
gether and prepare timbers for a 
home. The second day, the men and 
their families came to the "raising.” 
Thus a new American home was 
made! 
Meanwhile schools had been es­ 
tablished, the Ohio University being 
the first university. This one arous­ 
ed other sections of the Territory to 
do likewise. 
Before long, the west­ 
ern schools were frequented by stu­ 
dents from every state in the Union. 
In 1800 the Northwest Territory 
was divided into the Ohio territory 
and Indian Territory with capitals at 
Chillicothe 
and 
Vincennes. 
Two 
years 
later, 
the 
inhabitants 
of 
the Ohio territory petitioned Con­ 
gress for statehood. 
Congress pass­ 
ed an “enabling act” authorizing the 
people to meet and draw up a consti­ 
tution. The constitutional convention 
met at Chillicothe. 
The following 
year (1803) Congress, finding noth­ 
ing in the State Constitution repug­ 
nant to the Constitution and laws of 
the United States, extended the laws 
of United States to cover the terri­ 
tory of Ohio. 
Close after the admission of Ohio 
to the Union in 1803, followed four 
other states, thus making the maxi­ 
mum number to be formed from the 
Northwest according to the Ordinance 
of 1787. 
Indiana was admitted in 
1816, Illinois two years later, Wis­ 
consin in 1848 and Michigan in 1837. 
Thus, we see the great Territory 
of the Northwest, added to the Unit­ 
ed States by the States in 1784, 
finally a part of the Union. 
And a 
valuable addition it has proven to 
be!

The prohibition agents in checking 
up on the supposed denatured alcohol 
supply of a wholesale druggist no­ 
ticed an unusual quantity of what was 
supposed to be special formula No. 4, 
which in its raw form is a deadly 
poison. 
It is so compounded, however, that 
in the hands of skillful bootleggers 
it can be redistilled so that the de­ 
naturing poison may be removed. The 
formula, nevertheless, is regarded by 
the prohibition agents 
as 
a danger-* 
ous one to have around, and is listed 
among the 
other 
special formulas 
used by bootleggers known as Nos. 
36, 39a, 39b and 40. 
Special formula No. 4, in addition 
to being a poison compound, also has J 
a blue color which is obtained through 
a chemical used in medicine prescrib-

Snit Island, in New York bay, near 
the Statue of Liberty, la the chief 
landing place provided by Uncle Sam 
for immigrants. Through it pusses the 
constant stream of foreign-born which 
flows America-ward and from which 
they scatter to the four winds. 
Formerly known both aa Oyster 
and Gibbet island, it was acquired by 
Ute national government 
from the 
State of New York in 1806 and became 
our leading immigration station 
lo 
1891. 
After leaving quarantine Immigrants 
are landed on barbes which are towed 
to Ellis Island. 
As the immigrants 
land they are formed Into lines and 
file past the inspectors who “eize 
them up” to discover lf there is any 
reason why they should not be per­ 
mitted to enter America. They are re­ 
viewed by doctors and examined by 
inspectors 
and 
vice 
Investigators. 
Feet, legs, hands, arms, body, face, 
eyes, head, are gone over. They are 
carefully scanned for skin, communi­ 
cable and eye diseases. 
If found to be O. K. in every why, 
immigrants are permitted to pass, pur­ 
chase 
tickets 
to destination, their 
money exchanged for Its equivalent In 
our currency and given assistance in 
locating friends or relatives. Other­ 
wise, they are held for further in­ 
vestigation 
and 
developments 
and 
finally passed or returned to the coun­ 
try from which they came, ms coudi- 
tlons warrant. 
The majority of these newcomers 
go straightaway to the big cities— 
three-fourths of them, it Is said, to 
the territory east of the Mississippi 
river and north of the Ohio river. 
Ellis Island Is Intensely interesting. 
Amusing and pathetic incidents occur 
dally. All immigrants approach it In 
fear and trembling lest they prove 
unfit to enter. To nearly all of them 
our language and customs are un. 
known, hence they do not understand 
what It la all about. 'Tis said that 
more tears have" been abed here than 
any other place in the world. Many 
cry for Joy over permission to enter, 
others because they are refused or 
because a family is separated, maybe 
for life, one member being unfit. 
Uncle Sam’s entrance laws are rigid 
—not that he wishes to keep out de­ 
sirables, but because of the Impera­ 
tive necessity of preventing uudeair 
ables from entering. As many as 5,000 
Immigrants have passed through Rills 
Island in a single day, aud more than 
a million have entered during a Bingle 
year.
